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Getting a read on our situation

Over the years | have learned that, occasionally, a leisure time pursuit 

can suddenly turn into something much more serious in nature, 
usually at a time when you least expect it. This was reinforced 
recently during a weekend getaway to San Francisco, where | 
was relaxing with a good book in the beautiful garden at the 
Parker Guest House, surrounded by spring flowers and 
greenery. It was the last place | expected to be thinking about 
the “trials and tribs” of Canada’s equality issues, let alone 
discussing them. 


At this cozy, gay Edwardian guesthouse, guests are encour- 
aged to mingle with one another, be it over breakfast or a glass 
of wine at their daily complimentary reception in the afternoon. 

In my case, it was while | was relaxing in the beautiful garden, taking 
in the rays that | knew had just abandoned my hometown up in Canada. Several other 
guests had noticed that | never seemed to put my book down, and wondered what 
about this bit of holiday fare was so engrossing. On this particular afternoon, both a 
delightful lesbian from Australia and a gay man from Kansas (yes, Dorothy, the yellow 
brick road stretches all the way to the City by the Bay!) politely interrupted my 
reading to inquire what the novel was about. 


As it turned out, my simple explanation started a very serious conversation that 
wound up lasting the better part of a full hour. To give you some necessary 
background, the book | was reading was Amuse Bouche by Canadian gay author 
Anthony Bidulka, a well-written murder mystery centering around two gay men about 
to be married in Saskatoon. The intrigue begins when one partner disappears on the 
morning of his wedding, and the other enlists the help of gay private eye Russell Quant 
in order to get to the bottom of things. To me this was just a fun and suspenseful 
distraction on my short vacation; however, to my newfound friends it was a powerful 
example of just how different things are here in Canada, and how our own GLBT

culture is changing and evolving to reflect 
the times in which we live. 


The fact that we already had books in 
print with same-sex marriage as the main 
storyline utterly amazed these two 
foreigners, and | didn’t have the heart to 
tell them that the book had been 
released almost two years earlier! 
Although they were from two different 
countries, both of them viewed same-sex 
marriage as a dream, far off on the 
horizon—certainly not the sort of thing 
they would read about in their own 
GLBT literature, even in the genre of 
fantasy. 


As a Commonwealth compadre, my 
lesbian friend hoped that, if Canada legis- 
lated a new Federal Marriage Act, it might 
make it easier to lobby the Australian 
government to follow suit. However, 
Dorothy’s friend from Kansas said the 
only hope in the not-so-United States 
would be civil unions, which essentially 
meant second-class citizenship and a 
long, drawn-out state-by-state battle over 
the next decade or more. Our conversa- 
tion covered the full spectrum of pros 
and cons, not to mention government 
attitudes. One thing we did all agree 
upon was the fact that this a reality now 
in Canadian culture, despite all the polit- 
ical lobbying and threats of corporate 
boycotts to such companies as Famous 
Players, which ran a series of pro-equal 
marriage ads along with their usual 
trailers a few months back. 


They understood that, if it is now legal 
in seven provinces and one territory, the 
final outcome is obvious—regardless of 
what is ultimately decided in parliament. 
At this juncture, no matter what the 
federal government does they have no 
authority to change or reverse provincial 
laws. As well, they cannot automatically 
divorce the large number of Canadian gay 
couples and foreign visitors who possess 
perfectly legal marriage certificates. 


When all was said and done, the 
Australian headed off to find a good book 
of her own and the man from Kansas left 
to find Barbary Lane in the Russian Hill 
neighbourhood, made famous _ by 
Armistead Maupin in his Tales of the City 
book series. | didn’t have the heart to tell 
him it was an imaginary street created in 
the mind of the author, mainly because | 
knew that, in a city like San Francisco, he 
would enjoy the search for this fictitious 
“mecca” just as much as being able to 
actually find it. After our very intense 
and impromptu discussion, my new 
friends and | parted company with the 
two of them feeling more optimistic 
about their future and me feeling even 
more proud than ever to be a Canadian.

On December 9, 2004, the B.C. Human Rights Tribunal accepted my complaint 
against the Canadian Blood Services (CBS) and the B.C. Minister of Health. It will now 
be examined by a member of the Tribunal to ensure that it can proceed under provin- 
cial jurisdiction. The complaint alleges that CBS’s donor screening policies violate B.C’s 
human rights law in respect to sexual orientation. Every prospective male donor is 
asked, “Have you had sex with a man, even one time since 1977?” Those answering 
affirmatively to this question are entered into a database and are permanently barred 
from donating blood. 


Through this policy, CBS concludes that even healthy gay and bisexual men are unfit 
to donate blood. All sexual activity between two men is labelled “high risk”, and put 
into the same category as injecting street drugs, according to CBS’s internal exclusion 
criteria documents. The policy is unconcerned about specific sexual activities or 
whether safe sex methods were used. Additionally, no consideration is provided for 
males in long-term monogamous relationships. Same-sex couples can legally marry and 
adopt children in B.C., but are denied the right to fully participate in their communities 
because of this blanket prohibition. 


Having been in place for over a decade, this policy has failed to reflect the changing 
face of HIV/AIDS, as new risk patterns and groups have emerged in the past several 
years. The 2005 U.N. AIDS report found that, for the first time, half of all HIV/AIDS 
cases were female. The National Institutes of Health reported that more than ninety 
percent of all new infections resulted from heterosexual intercourse. In the United 
States, African-American and Hispanic women account for more than eighty-two 
percent of female AIDS cases, while comprising less than twenty-five percent of the 
population. The screening questions have not kept pace with these new realities. 


When the broad exclusion of gay and bisexual men was implemented, the transmis- 
sion of HIV was not well understood. We now know that certain sexual activities 
involve much more risk-than other activities. Instead of bluntly rejecting members of 
particular sexual orientations, screening questions could be developed to determine a 
prospective donor’s individual risk. Asking about specific recent sexual activities would 
have the desired effect of identifying and reducing risk to the blood supply. 
Furthermore, this would provide a more accurate assessment of risk while allowing 
healthy gay and bisexual men to donate much-needed blood. As it presently stands, a 
heterosexual male could engage in all kinds of risky sexual behaviour, and after waiting 
several months he would be allowed to donate. A man who had a solitary same-sex 
experience more than twenty-seven years ago would be permanently rejected. 


In 2001, CBS implemented a new type of HIV testing technology called Nucleic Acid 
Testing (NAT). This type of testing detects viral particles themselves and has proven to 
be incredibly effective. All donated blood is screened using both traditional antibody 
testing and NAT. According to CBS, this reduces the window period (the time before 
a new infection can be detected) to approximately thirteen days. Yet by banning men 
who have had sex with another man since 1977, CBS assumes that the window period 
for gay and bisexual men is twenty-seven years and counting. 


This policy has far-reaching effects. When heterosexual donors are asked this 
question, the negative stereotype that gay and bisexual men are diseased and unhealthy 
is reinforced. Even the loving intimacy expressed in a same-sex relationship would be 
perceived as something undesirable. This policy could also have the effect of under- 
mining safe sex efforts in the gay community. Because CBS remains indifferent to 
protected or unprotected sex, individuals may question the effectiveness of safe sex 
methods. 


In its response to the complaint, CBS argues that this policy has nothing to do with 
sexual orientation. It claims that men who have sex with men are rejected regardless 
of their identification as heterosexual, homosexual or bisexual. However, this response 
ignores the effects of the screening policies. Case law indicates that the effects of a 
policy or action can give rise to a violation of human rights legislation. Upon practical 
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examination, this policy has the precise effect of identifying virtually all gay and bisexual 
men. If CBS’s argument was accepted, a landlord could refuse to rent an apartment to 
a male who “had sex with another man, even one time since 1977” and claim immunity 
from human rights law. In any event, the argument that CBS does not target members 
of a specific sexual orientation is likely to be rejected. Internal CBS exclusion criteria 
documents show that “bisexual men” are identified as a category of persons who will 
be permanently rejected. 


Many leading HIV/AIDS experts have aligned against this policy, believing that it does 
more harm than good. Some have pointed out that gay and bisexual men can donate 
their organs but not their blood. Both carry the risk of transferring communicable 
diseases to the recipient. Why can gay men donate one but not the other? Perhaps 
the reason is that organs are in such demand that people are willing to take the risk to 
give them a chance to live longer. The demand for blood has apparently not yet reached 
this level of urgency. Or perhaps there is a more political reason at work here. After 
the Red Cross exited the blood scene in the face of mass litigation, CBS went into 
damage control mode: it clamped down and refused to budge on this policy, perhaps in 
an attempt to restore the public’s faith in the blood supply. By exploiting stereotypes 
of gay and bisexual men and excluding them from the donation process, people may 
begin to trust the blood supply once again. 


Are the rights of healthy gay and bisexual men unfairly paying the price for a decade- 
long publicity campaign?

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The caring continues

For one night in Calgary, the tragedy and struggle that comes with AIDS can be allevi- 
ated slightly with a celebration for those who continue to fight the good fight and support 
the cause. AIDS Calgary Awareness Association is launching their Twelfth Annual Calgary 
Cares extravaganza, an event responsible for raising funds necessary to support those 
living with HIV/AIDS, as well as prevention and awareness programs in the Calgary 
community. 


“We're inviting people to care about the work we do,” 
says Susan Cress, executive director for AIDS Calgary. “It 
[Calgary Cares] clearly demonstrates that people in Calgary 
care. And it’s a night where we get to celebrate the people 
in a passionate and caring space, and that’s extremely impor- 
tant. It helps us remember what AIDS Calgary is really 
about, creating compassion amongst chaos, despair and 
greed.” 


Despite this gathering to show support for the 22,000 
people in Calgary who either carry the burden of living 
HIV/AIDS or are directly affected by it, Cress says 
there is still much work to be done in all communi- 
ties to raise awareness. 


AIDS Calgary Executive Director 
a Cress tells the assembled 


“There’s a perception out there that there are 
_ these wonderful new drugs to solve all the 
problems, but people’s quality of life on those drugs 
is compromised,” says Cress. “Then there’s the 
stigma and aiscrimination with peorle with HIV and it’s a fact our clients bring in. We've 
had clients come in and they said when they get a doctor or general practitioner they 
may get turned away. There’s still an exceptional amount of fear, and people living with 
HIV are under-resourced.” 


On average, people with HIV/AIDS receive about $800 per month from the Alberta 
government, a difficult amount with which to make ends meet when possible discrimina- 
tion from employers, combined with the physical toll on the body, makes it tough to earn 
a stable income. 


“We provide for some of people’s most basic needs and that’s something we have let 
the Calgary community forget,” says Cress. “| had a support worker say to me we have 
six bus tickets left for people to get to and from work or groceries. And that has to last 
until the end of month. The funds raised from this initiative help AIDS Calgary provide for 
those living with AIDS and HIV.” 


Although Alberta’s redneck reputation sometimes teeters more towards reality than 
perception, Cress says the issue of HIV/AIDS is clearly not contained in the prairies. 


“It’s a really interesting time—specifically in Alberta—although | think geography does 
not have much to do with it. It doesn’t matter whether you’re living with HIV in Calgary, 
Toronto or Montréal. | am confident regardless of location, people will face discrimina- 
tion and stigma,” she says. 


“What | think is true, when you look at Alberta and the political leaning of our 
province, it wouldn’t be hard to see people in a disadvantaged situation who don’t receive 
support—and many of our clients are on some kind of social assistance. There’s the 
ongoing need to manage the psychological and social aspects of it, such as the type of 
discrimination when your employer is afraid to work with someone with HIV or what it’s 
like to tell your parents that you have HIV. So it’s really quite significant the work we do.” 


Slightly weathered from a cold and the constant day-to-day struggle of finding happy 
endings for everyone, the Calgary Cares event is one surefire bright spot on Cress’ 
calendar. 


“It'll be a sultry evening and it’s going to be fantastic,” she enthuses. “We're going to 
have the world’s largest boudoir; from the minute you walk in the door you'll be tanta- 
lized with maids and butlers, and let’s just say that the room will come alive.” 


This year’s event, with a stage show entitled “Pillow Talk”, is expected to attract about 
1,200 attendees, and is highly shrouded in secrecy. The location is kept secret with ticket 
holders picked up at various points and then transported to the “world’s largest boudoir.” 


“We want more mystery involved,” explains a coy Jocelyn Flanagan, event manager for 
Pillow Talk. “We don’t want to tell where the largest boudoir is or else too many people 
will come.” 


Last year’s event raised over $160,000, while solidifying $140,000 in partnered media 


support, gift donations and editorial coverage. 


For the last few years, Calgary Cares has garnered numerous awards, with FFWD 
readers voting it the best fundraising event in Calgary for the past four years. 


With an exotic show, silent auction, raffle, drinks and food, the event promises not only 
to be fun, it wil also offer an element of haute couture, featuring exclusive clothing from 
many of Calgary’s fashion boutiques including Shae Barry’s Does It Come In Black 
(DICIB). 


“We do have an increased fashion element as opposed to the past few years, as well as 
bringing in fashion elements from boutiques across 
the city,’ says Flanagan. “But | think it’s a celebration 
of mind and body, really. | think when you see this, 
you will feel this is a celebration of life, playfulness and 
fun. With a stage show called Pillow Talk, it’s about 
what people say and any spin on what you may say to 
your pillow.” 


Still putting together the final touches on the event, 
Flanagan is grateful for the contributions of numerous 
volunteers and is hopeful that, year after year, Calgary 
Cares increases awareness of HIV/AIDS to a healthy 
level. 


“It’s about pushing the envelope, but really the A tiny but revealing 
awareness comes from within. Working with over 400 volun- peek into “Calgary’s 
teers, those people who have put in countless hours have Jargest boudoir” 
much more awareness. And they are the people who are truly 
responsible for getting the word out. The people we're affecting, they've become ambas- 
sadors of the cause,” says Flanagan. 


“The key to this is that we call it Calgary Cares for a reason, because it’s about bringing 
Calgary together, with different communities in the same room, and it’s the only event 
where you'll get such a cross mix of audience members.”

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From its glorious, sweeping opening 
credits | knew | was going to like the 
HBO version of Angels in America, a 
production that, shortly after its release, 
went on to sweep both the Emmys and Golden 
Globes. What | didn’t know was that | was going to 
love it—and that’s saying something for a person who 
has never been particularly fond of Tony Kushner’s 
Tony Award-winning script.

Although it was originally written as a play, the 
theatrical versions | had seen never quite “lived up 
to” the sheer grandiosity of the storyline as written. In many cases, some actors couldn’t 
quite carry off their multiple-character roles, the special effects employed demanded a 
suspension of disbelief that required the mental skills of a swami, and the angel looked 
more like it came from Value Village than Heaven on High. This film, however, delivers on 
all levels—and then takes things even higher. 


| initially saw this new, Mike Nichols-directed version split into three segments on one 
of my movie channels last year, then voraciously consumed it again and again in repeats, 
which ran ad infinitum for several months after the initial broadcast. Simply put, it was 
mesmerizing—and remained so over multiple viewings. 


For those who have not yet had the pleasure, Angels in America will air in Canada as 
part of a six-part series, starting Monday, April |1,on Showcase. If you have not already 
stocked up, | recommend grabbing a few extra blank VHS tapes, as this miniseries is likely 
one you'll want to watch more than once, if only to take in all the sumptuous detail. 


Those unfamiliar may be unnerved by the sheer complexity of the plot—or, more 
accurately, plots. In a nutshell, Angels involves a dizzying zig-zag of lives that somehow all 
connect to one another in the context of the coming millennium and the astonishing 
changes it may bring. Angels, AIDS, Mormons, ghosts and, of all people, the much-hated, 
closet-case lawyer Roy Cohn all come together in a surreal mix of life and art. And, in 
this instance, that mix takes on a brilliance | have never seen before in its inner textual, 
or outer theatrical, workings. 


The film starts on a high note with a remarkable performance by Mery! Streep, who 
makes her initial appearance as an ancient rabbi presiding over a funeral. Present in the 
assembled mourners are Louis and Prior (Justin Kirk and Ben Shenkman), a young gay 
couple, the latter the scion of a prominent family. After the funeral for Louis’ grand- 
mother ends, the two walk out to a bench where it is revealed that Prior has developed 
“the wine-dark kiss of the angel of death”: a Kaposi’s Sarcoma lesion that heralds the 
onset of AIDS. Shortly thereafter, unable to cope with the implications of this develop- 
ment (specifically, his lover’s rapidly declining health), Louis abandons Prior to the care of 
his ex, Belize (Jeffrey Wright), and a tough-as-nails frontline AIDS nurse, played by Emma 
Thompson. Eventually, Louis finds comfort in an improbable attraction to young 
Republican lawyer Joe (Patrick Wilson), a sexually confused Mormon saddled with a ditzy, 
Valium-addicted wife named Harper (Mary Louise Parker). Further complicating matters 
is Joe’s mentor, the infamous Roy Cohn (spectacularly played by Al Pacino), who attempts 
to coax Joe into a plum position in Washington so that he may manipulate his young 
disciple and save his own skin. 


And that, my friends, is just the beginning. 


Soon, an angel visits Prior, and tells him that he is a prophet meant to serve a higher 
calling as the millennium approaches. Roy Cohn, quickly succumbing to AIDS, is 
tormented by the ghost of Ethel Rosenberg, ‘“everyone’s sweet old Jewish grandmother” 
whom he previously helped send to the electric chair. Joe and Louis become lovers. Joe’s 
mother turns up in New York and winds up helping to care for Prior at his bedside. And 
Belize,as Cohn’s attending nurse, attempts to relieve his despicable patient of some of his 
precious AZT stash. 


Confused yet? In a lesser production, you might be, but then again this is hardly what 
one would classify as a “lesser production”. 


As mentioned earlier, HBO’s Angels in America is a spectacular bit of cinema—although, 
as has been demonstrated time and time again, production values do not a gem make. 
What really makes Angels soar is the 
credible and engaging 
performances delivered by its ensemble 
cast, many of whom tackle multiple and 
diverse roles with admirable aplomb. 
Meryl Streep is, of course, Meryl Streep, 
and earned every atom that comprised 
her Golden Globe and Emmy Awards. 
Al Pacino, though not always one of my 
favourites, has with this film put out one 
of the best performances of his career. 
The most glowing praise, however, must

go to relative unknown Jeffrey Wright, 
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whose nuanced yet powerful turn as Belize 
stands head and shoulders above all other 
depictions | have seen. Though the rest of the 
cast has done a wonderful job with their 
characters, Wright somehow manages to shine 
brighter, bringing a spark and a real sense of | 
sympathy to a character that can all too easily | 
(and often) be played as a stereotype. Wright, 
particularly in his highly charged scenes with 
Pacino, demonstrates that he is a dramatic 
force to be reckoned with and one of the most 
promising new actors in or out of Hollywood, if this film is any indication. | would recom- 
mend this movie to anyone based on his performance alone, but with so many other 
wonderful things going for it, this is sure to be a hit with audiences of all kinds. Although 
the subject matter is sombre and sobering, there is a sense of hope—joy, even—that 
makes Angels in America so much more than just an “AIDS movie”, and its effects will be 
felt so much longer than the six hours it takes to enchant an audience.

Under taxing circumstances

Here we go again ... 


It’s a question that keeps running through my mind with increasing urgency: what is 
it about concepts like fairness and equality that make them so hard to grasp for those 
on the political right? 


It is, of course, a question a lot of us are asking as the debate on same-sex marriage 
“heats up”, as they say in the general media, a phrase that always leaves me wondering, 
every time | read it, where | was during those apparently fleeting moments when it ever 
cooled down. 


But even in the midst of the prevailing same-sex hysteria, it seems, the right (political 
or religious—often both at once) is capable of belching up someone whose behaviour 
is enough to leave most of us scratching our heads and wondering just how in hell life 
can be sustained in a gene pool that has so obviously gone off. 


Case in point: the ravings of one Cheryl Gallant, Conservative MP for Ontario’s 
Renfrew area. If the name sounds familiar, it should come as no surprise. In the past 
few years, Gallant has established herself as a loose-lipped lady of the right, with pitifully 
few reservations about strutting her intellectual shortcomings in public. 


This is, of course, a situation that would normally place her firmly on the very edges 
of the lunatic fringe, where she would be justifiably ignored—but in a right wing world 
that includes the flip-flopping (which is delightfully close to floundering, when you think 
about it) Ralph Klein, Stephen Harper, Elsie Wayne and various other towering intellec- 
tual giants, ignoring the lunatic fringe would mean ignoring the entire lot of ’em, it 
seems to me. 


Besides, in accusing the Liberal governments of Canada and Ontario of being anti- 
Christian (which she apparently did in both a constituent newsletter and in the parlia- 
ment of the nation) it seems Ms Gallant has inadvertently exposed an entire area of 
inequity that has heretofore gone largely unremarked. 


What has prompted Gallant’s accusation is the actions of those governments as 
relates to organized religions “who speak out against the Liberal government’, to use 
Gallant’s words. Specifically, of course, what Gallant is referring to is the government's 
investigation of churches who are using tax exempt dollars given by the faithful to fight 
things like same-sex marriage and abortion, while those arrayed against them and in 
favour of such socially progressive notions are forced to use after-tax dollars to get 
their side of the story told. 


‘And frankly, I’m getting a little sick of it, particularly when one stops to consider that, 
at least in the arena of gay rights, supporters have already been funding both sides of 
the argument for years. That’s courtesy of a spineless government that has used our 
tax dollars to fight any forward momentum on the equality front, while at the same time 
refusing to give supporters of equality any tax credit or recompense for the money 
we've given to organizations like EGALE to fight those battles on our behalf. 


If you doubt my word, look no further than the situation with Vancouver's Little 
Sisters bookstore, a legitimate business operation that has been forced time after time 
to take the thugs at Canada Customs to court. Little Sisters, of course, keeps winning 
but has been denied any sort of recompense for massive legal expenses despite a situa- 
tion that has “harassment” writ all over it in letters so large one could probably read 
it from the moon. 


And now, into a situation that is already unfairly lopsided, the religious right wants to 
inject itself, using tax exempt dollars raised for charitable purposes for political activism 
instead—and for once, the government seems to be doing the correct thing, which as 
Gallant’s remarks suggest, is not the same thing as the “right” thing at all. 


So, welcome to the world of political activism, Ms Gallant. Now take a look around 
and chill. No one is trying to deny you the right to your religion or even to hold 
opinions many of us would consider ill-reasoned and unfair—even while we would fight 
for your right to hold them. 


But, while none of us have tried, we’ve known all along that we can’t rob gay chari- 
ties in order to keep the threat you and your ilk represent at bay, anymore than you 
should be able to melt down the silver in your churches in order to ensure that gays 
remain the second class citizens you so clearly consider us to be. 


It is, in the end, only fair W

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Vancouver's great gay blades

“When the Cutting Edges hug, they really mean it.” 


Although years have passed since a straight athlete made that double- edged 
comment about Vancouver’s gay hockey team, it’s as true today—as they celebrate 
their tenth anniversary—as it was back then. They still laugh about it, because the first 
thing you notice about the Cutting Edges is their sense of humour, and their refusal to 
take themselves too seriously. These guys aren’t trying to push the social envelope, 
after all; they’re out for a good time. 


“We have a lot of fun and we like each other,” says board member and left winger 
Rick Heffernan. “[But] we like to win and we like to beat the other teams so there’s 
a bit of seriousness there, too.” 


So of course they mean it when they hug. 


And who likes to watch powerful athletes hug more than gay boys growing up ina 
straight world? For us, sports provided a safe and steady source of socially acceptable 
homoeroticism. With all that hugging and butt patting, sweating and stripping down in 
steamy locker rooms, could we be blamed for indulging in a little fantasy? 


“The locker room is just stinky,” chuckles Heffernan, as he drives a Zamboni over 
my daydream. “Hockey equipment smells, which kind of puts a damper on any sexual 


tension! 


Besides, he adds, most hockey players are like everyone else: they look better with 
their clothes on. Reality bites. 


But if anyone’s not intimidated by that, it’s a bunch of gay guys who like to challenge 
straight boys at their own game. Maybe 
having the sheer defiance to crash this 
bastion of the super-butch is what earned 
the Edges so much respect and affection in 
the community. They’re a fixture at 
Vancouver Pride Parades. They’ve earned a 
reputation as fundraisers for causes like 
Ithe Dr. Peter AIDS Centre. They’ve played 
linternationally at the Gay Games and, last 
year, won the Chelsea Challenge in New 
Hork.

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At a time when millionaire fat-cats have 
shut down the National Hockey League, it’s 
refreshing to see a hockey story that 
involves a real love of the game. 


The origins of today’s Edges can be 
traced to the 1994 Gay Games in New 
York. The guys who made up the hockey 
entry that year had so much fun they 
wanted to keep the team going. Of course, 
that simple idea was slightly more compli- 
cated than it sounded. It’s one thing for 
queer athletes to compete in the sheltered 
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confines of the Ge Gimee but what would Reape to an the Cutting Edges... 


openly gay team in the real world, where the competition 

was a squad of strapping straight boys? Does a gay detanserarecinierecred 
brunches and bottoming—really want to face down a hulking heterosexual streaking 
in on skates at forty-miles-per-hour? 


Suddenly it doesn’t sound like much fun anymore. 


Homophobic slurs and violence are part of the game. How would the last domain 
of the super-macho react to the arrival of gay men? 


Happily, the reaction was better than expected. 


“The referees, ten years ago, gave other teams penalties for calling us fags and things 
like that, and that didn’t happen very often. Now we're just another team,” says 
Heffernan. 


The league, the players and the officials were generally even-handed. Attacking 
someone for being gay was regarded the same as attacking someone for his race or 
religion. A handful of individuals who were verbally or physically abusive were ejected 
from the league. The Edges became part of the scene and life went on. 


“We're competitive, most games, says Heffernan. “The other teams get up to beat 
us, they like to beat us and | don’t think they make a big deal of us being gay. And we 
usually don’t make a big deal of us being gay.” 


The Edges operate two teams—and are considering starting a third—in a Duffers 
League where squads are divided according to skill level. This opens doors to 
everyone, from beginners to advanced players, and athletes who played as kids but quit 
somewhere along the way. Costs are kept to a minimum—season-long membership 
and ice fees run around $550—and body checking and fighting are prohibited. The 
league plays out of the Thunderbird Winter Sports Center at the University of British 
Columbia from September through April. 


Perhaps it’s a testament to how much we've evolved when you consider the team’s 
biggest issue isn’t homophobia, but finding more ice time. 


“It’s really difficult...[we’d] like to do-more with beginners, but we need more ice 
time to do that,” Heffernan says. 


The team hosts several open ice nights each September where prospective players 
can assess their skill levels. Because the emphasis is on recreation, exercise and devel- 
opment, everyone is welcome. 


Of course, we can’t pretend that the queer factor is totally forgotten. After all, no 
group of straight boys wants to be beaten by a bunch of gays. The Edges often notice 
the straight teams they face tend to dig a little deeper and play a little harder. 


But that’s hockey. 


“It wasn’t a big deal, and it continues not to be a big deal,” Heffernan concludes. 
“Other teams just treat us like [all their] other opponents.” W

Snippets for spring

One of the certainties of life, apart from death and taxes, is that things will change, 
whether obviously or imperceptibly. 


Change can be good, as in a change of scene and pace. Manitoba may advertise itself 
as the friendly province, but the long, hard winters sometimes test that concept to the 
limits. By January and February there is a lot of grumpiness about—people feel cooped 
up, tired of snow, slush, rain and cold. High heating bills don’t improve their mood and, if 
they are not into outdoor sports, a general feeling of depression and claustrophobia sets 
in. 

This mood swing certainly affects me and many of my friends. Knowing that a change 
is as good as a rest and that it helps bump you out of a rut, | decided to save what was 
left of my sanity by opting for two weeks in Puerto Vallarta, Mexico, in late February. | 
was sick of Canadian news, exhausted by trudging or driving on slippery streets, and much 
in agreement with Kaiser Wilhelm’s sour observation that “Canada is fit for neither man 
nor beast.” 


| have now returned to the snow and cold—not to mention quite a bit of news, GLBT 
and otherwise. What follows is a sampling of some of that news, and the changes we can 
expect as winter finally slips into spring 


WV In March, Ontario native Kim Allen, who has run Winnipeg’s Rainbow Resource 
Centre for the past couple of years, announced that she is leaving in mid-April. She and 
partner Cheryl miss their Ontario families too much, though Allen says she’s greatly 
enjoyed starting all kinds of new programs at the Centre. “Although we have appreciated 
the prairies, we’ve got the Canadian Shield in our bones and Ontario Lake water (the 
clean stuff) in our blood,” she says.

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A peek inside Ginestier’s Boudoir

For twelve years, Miriam Ginestier has been makin’ whoopee. 
Onstage. 


Sometimes, she films it. And for twelve years, she’s been playing to packed houses of 
the hooting and hollering variety, some of whom have travelled from around the world 
specifically to watch her do it. 


The whoopee involved is a cabaret, a burlesque cabaret, called “Le Boudoir”—a bawdy, 
cheeky, flirty, just-a-teensy-bit-dirty, summer lesbian vaudeville event. And, mostly flying 
under the radar of any media attention, she has turned it into one of Montréal’s hottest 
tickets. 


This year it will be at a local treasure, the Corona Theatre, which was built in 1912 in 
the St. Henri district and has since been ravishingly restored. A co-production with queer 
theatre company Out Productions, Le Boudoir is part vaudeville, part theatre, part peep 
show and part movie house, as Ginestier has recently added screenings of short, silent 
films to the bill, complete with live music. Better still, this year there is an open call for 
submissions nation-wide for a silent film contest. The guidelines are simple: submissions 
can run up to ten minutes in length, and must be filmed in black and white with over-the- 
top drama and comedy. And, remember—no talking! 


The first thing to hit me when | entered Ginestier’s warm, eclectic Plateau walk-up was 
the unbearably delicious aroma of spaghetti sauce her roommate Mike was preparing. 
The next thing was how petite and radiant this dynamic woman is. She took me up to 
her boudoir where we spoke, and then she showed me two of the silent films she’d made 
for previous years, featuring her recurring character Fannie Nipplebottom. A far cry from 
original silent film icons, Fannie, although a typical flapper and wide-eyed naif, is unmis- 
takably a dyke, specifically a dyke who travels through time and seduces beautiful young 
women along the way, her dog in tow like some alternate-universe Dorothy. 


And why the focus on vaudeville, cabaret, and silent film?

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“It’s a personal fetish; just a love of old, feeling like I’m born in the wrong era. It’s not 
a statement, but it’s definitely looking to the past because I’m so bored with the 
present—especially in the gay scene!” Ginestier offers. “Things have really changed [since 
the first year of the event], but back then there were only folk singers and drag queens. 
There was no other entertainment, it was so limited. | was horrified! It’s a smaller 
community and it’s even harder to find a subculture within it.” 


This offshoot began as Ginestier was preparing to celebrate the tenth anniversary of 
Le Boudoir. “I said | would do a striptease for the tenth anniversary, and then it came and 
| thought: | know, Ill make a film, that’s less embar- 
@ rassing! So | rented a big cake and had a girl go into 
|a cake for a party. It was really fun, really easy.,” she 
/says of that first venture. “It was a little gem that 
turned out just great, so | thought I’d do another 
one the next year, because | have a character that 
) performs every year called Fannie Nipplebottom. 


Ginestier felt that, if she could put something 
| together, it might not be so difficult to get others 
Ein on the action. 


“It’s easy, improvised, superfun—and | thought if 
\can do this, other people could do this. | had a bit 
-of profit from last year, so | thought I'd invest it in 
a contest,’ she says. “I’m more interested in 
aesthetics than content, so it could get racy,” 


As for racy, Le Boudoir has garnered a 
bit of a reputation as being so, although 
Ginestier is quick to point out that 
nothing nasty occurs, even after so many years of experimentation and creative license. 


The ever-glamourous—and

It’s not that racy,” she stresses. “Is there nudity? Sometimes. But it’s really not a 
burlesque show. | use the word burlesque but | use it in the turn of the century sense, 
which isn’t about pasties and tassels. | just don’t go there, that’s a 1950s aesthetic for me.” 


Ginestier says that, although there are some burlesque artists involved, it’s always 
“contextualized” as part of a bigger thematic picture. “I’ve always had a peep show, during 
intermission, but it was pever a regular peep show—last year we had a confessional,” she 
says. “Sometimes, it was a walk-through environment, with women draped and feeding 
you chocolate-covered strawberries. | do these little dance numbers where there’s these 
three “proper ladies” who always lose their cool, something happens to them, little fairies 
cast spells on them, and they'll take off their clothes and they’ll be shocked and horrified 
to find out they’re naked. But they're wearing bloomers and undershirts!” 


Despite such elements, Ginestier says the event is more about being suggestive, playful 
and unpredictable. “It’s rarely about nudity, but my sprites are always half-naked or 
wearing Saran-wrap. But they’re not really sexy!” she continues with a laugh. 


Clearly something about her signature formula is working, as Le Boudoir has grown 
considerably over the years. Even though the crowd has grown a bit more diverse over 
the event's history, Ginestier says that lesbians still comprise about ninety percent of 
those who attend. 


“| worked pretty hard to protect that. But now there’s so much burlesque, ! don’t think 
it’s going to attract straight voyeurs, whereas | used to think it would,” she says. “If I'd 
advertised ‘sexy lesbian cabaret’, | don’t know if | would’ve liked what [might have] 
happened to the audience. The lesbian community is extremely networked, across the 
country, North America—the world, even. | have people come in from France, Chicago, 
Toronto, Ottawa, Québéc City for the event.”

We Are Scissor Sisters... contains a full collection of their videos as well as some 
fairly tasty “extras”, including what appears to be an off-the-cuff video bio narrated 
by resident diva Ana Matronic. Song access (both live and video) is simple and 
efficiently structured, and the intro montages are a divine little slice of gay psyche- 
delia (menu options are launched by various band members sashaying through a 
cloud of animated white butterflies). However, the concert portion of this DVD is 
truly its biggest draw. For those who like S.S’ music fresh from the studio, this 
performance will be a revelation—not to mention a confirmation of why the group 
captured their attention in the first place. In the music industry today, certain acts 
are able to maintain the illusion of greatness only for those who haven’t seen them 
perform alive. Scissor Sisters is the exact opposite of this, succeeding even more 
spectacularly in a concert setting than their recorded work could ever have 
indicated.
